Prof. Outlines Sovie| 
Expansion in Pacific

Neurological Society 

Dr. Joseph Lllienthal, 'Jr., 'Asso- 
ciate Professor of Medicine, Johns 
I-Iopkins University, will speak at 
the next meeting ot the Mo'ntreal 
Neurological Society on "Quarlcr- 
nary Compounds and Neural Activ- 
ity." Thc^ meeting will be held in 
the M.N.I. .Amphitheatre on Tues- 
oay, February 2pth at 8:30. 



"Russia in the Pacific" was the 
subject of Prof. Mladenovlc's ad- 
dress tn a joint meeting ot the 
Historical Societies last night. Prof. 
Mladenovic outlined the expansion 
of Russia into the East and ex- 
plained Russia's Eastern foreign 
policy. 

The first period of Russian ex- 
pansion tn the East . began in the 
ISth century when the demand of 
the English J merchajit^fonîànore 
furs sent the Rijssian^radcnnr»1he- 
cast. Under Ivan./theifTefrible th 
Russians crossed the Ural Mis. and 
from there they pushed north Into 
Siberia and south until they met 
Chinese resistance. The Cossacks In 
Siberia even crossed to America in 
search of furs. Alaska however 
proved too much ot a burden to the 
Russian and was sold, to the United 
States. 

I ' New Ear 
A new era of expansion began In 
1900. Riissian and 'Japanese rivalry 
In Manchuria brought at>out the 
Russo-Japanese War with defeat for 
Russia in 1905.

There have been many nuestioni circulating late* 
l^ly as to what purpose a Students' Society Mcéting 
... .;i^^'wiU serve U it discusses' Athletics' administration, 
ii^^-êr/ Tlierc Is alio the question ai to whether there 
should be any change In the existing system whici], 
r. ^or outward purposes, seems satisfactory. 

The answer to this lalter question obviously must 
KV, co>ne before anyone will take an Interest in the 
ï,^'dlscuùion and spend the time and effort to come 
■^'-•to a meeting. 
: ' The meeting as such will serve to voice the opln- 
ion ot those interested enough in Intramural and 
P.- Intercollégiatc sports, both as participants and spec- 
tators to come to such a meeting. Alternatively, if 
there is not sufficient interest in whether Intra- 
mural Ahletics should be allowed to remain subor- 
dinate to an organization fundamentally concerned 
with Intercollegiate sport, then obviously the ex- 
isting oligarchical government is what the students 
desire. 

However if the students are dissatisfied or In 
any way feel that the existing administration can 
^'be bettered, then there is valid reason (or con- 
liVstructively criticizing any regime. 
%kf- The arguments against the present scheme center 
around the fact that the SAC as a board is trying to 
do two entirely different things at the same time: 

(a) Act as a board concerned with the problem: 
of Intercollegiate athletics — for which it is well 
quelified, and adequately representative. 

(b) Act as a sounding board for^the Athletics

The question then artses'as^to what extent^Iect- 
ed students should determine athletic policy. It 
will be held by some that the administration of 
Athletic Policy miist be dictated by a continuous 
group who may see* developments from year to 
year. On Ihc other hand some maintain that only 
by democratic student government can an admin- 
istration supply the wants of the Undergraduates. 

Actually the answer lies in neither ot these ex- 
tremes, but rather in a union of the two. There 
must, be both undergraduate interest and profes- 
sional opinion to provide the synthesis of change 
that Is neccssyy for progress. 

The pit posed plan of revision which has been 
under considération -variously by the Athletics 
Board, Students' Athletic Council, Intramural 
Council, and Students' Executive Council has now 
been recognized as an answer to the criticisms lev- 
elled at the administration. 

However once the criticism has been found valid 
and the. principles approvcd. it Is absolutely essen- 
tial for those involved and affected to manifest the 
interest that will assure success of such a chanRC. 
Thus, on Wednesday, the student body has the re- 
sponsibility ot determining the future of a highly 
important and responsible branch of student affairs;

SlalT and students representing 
thé Universities of Western, 
Toronto, Queens, McMaster, On- 
tario Agricultural, and McGill 
met In London, Ontario, on Sun- 
day, February 18 for a regular 
meeting of the Women's Inter- 
collegiate Athletics Union. Held 
annually, its purpose is to im- 
prove and Integrate the Inter-col- 
lege sports setup, and to draw up 
à list of tentative dates for Ihe 
following year'a competitions. 

First on the agenda was a dis 
cusslon on intercollegiate basket 
bail rules. EfTectivc next year, an 
unlimited number of Physical Édu- 
cation stucients will be permitted 
to play on the intercollegiate {({uad. 
Up to'this year, only a small quota 
of phys cds were able to compete, 
Smcc those colleges involved in the 
Dasketliall tournament, namely 
Toronto, Queens, Western, and Mc- 
Gill, now all have Physical Educa 
tion Schools offering a degree 
course, it felt that this ruling is 
no longer necessary. The change 
will doubtless have many repercus- 
sions on the annual intercollegiate 
scries. Firstly, it will unquestion- 
ably raise the standard of the sport 
in college circles, but at the same 
time, many students registered in 
Arts and Sciencé will have some 
difficulty in making their univer- 
sity's intercollegiate sextet. On the 
other hand, ail Is not dark, for 
many of this' year's top Intercol- 
legiate players who are not in Phy- 
sical Education, will still be around 
when next winter roils around and 
stand a sure chance of forming the 
backbone of much stronger squads. 
In addition, the Phy. Ed. curriciilum 
1Î very heavy, and many excellent 
players will not be able to find the 
amount of tinne necessary to com- 
pete intercollegiately. 

To aceoniodate mai^ girls who 
ha^e not(made the college team, 
MWSAA' President, Mary Rich- 
ardson, iuggested that an Inter- 
mediate hoop squad be formed, 
with some games played away 
from home.

called the first rehearsal," Mr 
Denenholz said, "for he had been 
able to visualise "The Medium' 
centrally staged, and had every- 
thins prepared, even to the changes 
in the .script necessary for this type 
of presentation." 

Many people prefer "The Med 
ium" in Arena form as compareu 
to proscenium", he stated, "In 
eluding some of the critics whii 
have changed their views about the 
play after having seen it centrally 
staged. In this version the hallu- 
cinations and distortions in the 
mind of the medium become more 
real and dramatic." 

Financial. Aspect 
I asked Mr. Danenholz about the 
low production and operation costs 
of Arena theatre In New York, for 
I had heard that an Arena play 
costs about one-tenth the cost of an 
ordinary Broadway production. 
"Our costs are low," he replied, 
"due to the fact that we need very 
little scenery (or our shows, and 
that the Unions have made us con 
cessions in order to help us gel on 
our feet." He stated that the Un 
Ions had been very co-operative 
and forward in their outlook tO' 
wards Arena. 

He closed the Interview by In- 
forming me that this first profes- 
sional Arena venture on ' Broad-' 
way was proving a auceess; and 
that they were reducing their 
debts at a very, encouraging, rate. 
"S15,000 was raised fbr' this 'Arena 
venture," he said, "and what has 
been accomplished with It' Is 
phenomenal, for we have opened 
a theatre In a hotel and have pro- 
duced three plays,"
